School Board Votes to Retain 

Eighth Grade Here Next Year 

Financial Difficulties Make Return of Grade to 

Lower Merion Impracticable, Board Says; 

Salaries Cut 5%, Same Tax Rate Adopted 



An Eighth Grade will be maintain- 1 
ed at the Narberth School next year. 
This decision was made at the April 
meeting of the Borough Schor.l Board 
held on Monday night. 

A tax rate of 20 mills and $2 per 
capita was also adopted, together 
with a budget of $109,802.44. The tax 
rate is the same as for this year. 

In order to balance the budget a 
five per cent, cut in teachers' salaries 
was made. This included a cut in the 
principal's salary. 

The retention of the eighth grade 
at the Narberth School was made 
despite a petition filed with the Board 
at its March meeting by a Citizens' 
Committee, recommending that "if hu- 
manly possible" the Eighth Grade be 
sent back to Lower Merion Junior 
High School. 

The Board issued the following 
statement in explanation of its ac- 
tion: "The Board gave careful con- 
sideration to the possibility of return- 
ing the eighth grade to Lower Mer- 
ion and found it entirely impracti- 
cable at this time, in view of the fi- 
nancial difficulties involved. By the 
most careful calculation, such a 
change would involve additional ex- 
penditures of at least §7500, which 
would require a corresponding in- 
crease in the tax rate, amounting to 
at least two mills in the property tax 
rate, or at least $2.50 in the per cap- 
ita tax. It was felt to be unfair and 
unwise to impose this additional bur- 
den upon the taxpayers at this time. 
Whatever the possible advantages to 
those children directly affected, the 
change is not worth the additional 
cost at this moment. The Narberth 
School program will include every es- 
sential element in the Lower Merion 
program for this grade and will he 
strengthen at certain points to 
bring it even abeve its present t-.atis- 
factory level." 

This statement bore the signature 
of every member of the Board. 

The budget for 1932-33 calls for a 
total expenditure of $109,802.44, 
which is a reduction of nearly $2500 
from the expenditures of the current 
year. 

In the vote on the motion to cut 
teachers' salaries five per cent, for 
one year in order to balance the bud- 
get, Kenneth L. M. Pray, president 
of the Board, cast the only dissent- 
ing vote, remarking at the time, "I 
would prefer to have the taxpayers 
pay the bill instead of the teachers." 

In regard to this move the state- 
ment by the Board said, "With deep 
regret, and only after every other pos- 
sibility of saving had been exhaust- 
ed, the Board found it necessary to 
reduce salaries of all employees and 
officers. The reduction of teachers' 
salaries will amount to five per cent., 
except that the maximum reduction 
in any case shall not exceed $100. 
This permits a saving of nearly $2000 
in this item alone." 

In commenting on the cut, Mr. 
Pray stated that when it was found

An out-of-town company, 
whose circulars have long 
blown about Narberth lawns 
and porches, received the fol- 
lowing: 

"I wish to call your attention 
to the manner in which your 
men or boys are distributing 
your advertising matter. 

"This morning we cleaned out 
the sewer inlet at the corner 
of Price and Essex avenues, 
Narberth, Pennsylvania, and 
found three (3) bundles of your 
circulates in the inlet. 

"This is not only a loss to 
you, but is also a means of 
clogging up our inlets. 

This seems to be a quick way 
for your carriers to dispose of 
them. If it occurs again, we 
will be compelled to charge you 
for the time cleaning the in- 
lets."

Inaruslic '•For Sale" and 
Rent" signs are doomed by the rec- 
ommendations of a committee on real 
estate signs of The Merion Civic As- 
sociation. 

The committee recently reported, 
that there were approximately 143 of 
these signs in the district, advertising 
81 properties for sale. According to 
the committee the signs were tacked 
up by five owners, four trust com- 
panies and 21 brokers. 

After consulting with authorities 
on the subject of signs the commit- 
tee also reports that, "nearly all au- 
thorities on this subject agree that 
the use of real estate signs are a 
detriment, not only to the property 
which they specifically advertise, but 
to the community surrounding such 
property." 

Members of the committee have also 
discussed the sign proposition with 
brokers operating in Merion. The 
brokers voluntarily agreed to remove 
the signs providing the property own- 
ers and other brokers would concur. 

Following the signs report directors 
of the association passed the follow- 
ing resolution : 

"Whereas, the extensive use of real 
estate "For Sale" and "For Rent" 
signs on properties in Merion, has 
been called to the attention of this 
Board; and 

"Whereas, a Committee of this 
Board has been appointed to investi- 
gate the situation, and to report 
thereon to this Board; and 

"Whereas, the said Committo has 
filed its report, which has been re- 
ceived by this Board, wherein the 
said Committee, after consultation 
and with the co-operation of the lead- 
ing real estate brokers in the com- 
munity, recommend that the use of 
'For Sale' and 'For Rent' signs on 
properties in Merion, are detrimental 
to the properties on which they are 
used, and adversely affect the values 
of all properties in Merion; 

"Be It Resolved, That this Board 
record its acceptance and adoption of 
the conclusions of the said Commit- 
tee, as hereinabove referred to; 

"Further Resolved, That the Secre- 
tary of this Association be, and she 
is hereby authorized to advise mem- 
bers of the Association as to the re- 
port of the said Committee and the 
action of this Board upon the sub- 
ject; 

"Further Resolved, That the volun- 
tary action and co-operation on the 
part of the real estate brokers hand- 
ling Merion real estate, be acknowl- 
edged by the Secretary of this Asso- 
ciation, with thanks."

That the Borough of Narberth has 
operated on §7000 less for the first 
three months of 1932 than for the 
similar period last year, was pointed 
out in the report of the Finance Com- 
mittee at the April meeting of Coun- 
cil on Monday night. 

A note of $10,000, which was held 
by the Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany, and rediscounted by this bank 
before its closing with the Philadel- 
phia National Bank, has been paid 
•rtuVthe report showed. This was ac- 
complished by virtue of a loan of $20,- 
000 from the Philadelphia National 
Bank, $10,000 of which was used to 
pay off the old note, and the other 
$10,000 for current expenses. The 
loan is in anticipation of 1032 taxes, 
bills for which do not go out until 
summer, necessitating borrowing by 
the Borough in the meantime. 

The retirement of $8000 in sewer 
bonds was provided for on May 1, by 
the payment of $700 in Sinking Fund 
No. 4 of Sewer Bonds held by the 
West End Trust Company. This will 
leave but $9000 in Sewer Bonds out- 
standing after May 1. 

These sewer bonds, which were is- 
sued in May, 1907, in the amount of

The members of the Com- 
mittee referred to above have attempt- 
ed to sound out public sentiment in 
a casual way, and feel that the pros- 
pects of such majority sentiment may 
be expected with a fair degree of cer- 
tainty. 

"In asking the Township to re- 
frain from protesting dissolution of 
the Borough we cannot reasonably 
expect to accomplish our purpose by 
a mere shifting of any excess tax 
load onto the shoulders of their tax- 
payers. We must, within reasonable 
limits, justify the Township Com- 
missioners and School Board in as- 
suming the expense of administering 
and operating our area as contrasted 
against the revenues available from 
our properties at Township tax rates.

his published letter last week to the 
call which I made on Mr. Cabrey in 
this interest of harmony and compro- 
mise. For reasons best known to 
himself Mr. Wood did not mention 
that he accompanied me on that mis- 
sion and that I advanced his own 
name as one on which both groups 
might agree to be a Republican lead- 
er for this campaign and until unity 
had been accomplished. Mr. Wood 
had not been actively identified with 
either group in the campaign last 
fall and I sincerely felt that he might 
be acceptable to both, temporarily, at 
least. I was not positive that he 
would accept such a post, but I knew 
that it was his desire for harmony 
that had brought him into the cam- 
paign in the first place and I thought 
that he -would serve as lender if it 
was clearly shown to him that by so 
doing he could unite the Narberth 
Republicans. 

There was no thought in my mind 
that by means of Mr. Wood we could 
create a political boss for this free- 
minded community, and certainly I did 
not assume that anyone would re- 
gard him as one who would be likely 
to hand us over, bag and baggage, 



a fierce fight would no doubt result, 
with the Governor's arid man slip- 
ping in. It was my first meeting 
with Mr. Johnson. I told him what 
I thought of the Organization's con- 
stant straddle on the liquor question. 
It was a good session. He encouraged 
conversation. The five minutes turned 
out to be nearly two hours. He told 
us something which won't be revealed. 
It sealed the fact the interview was 
pleasing to him. A wet man was 
named four days later. If we did 
nothing else, we supplemented the en- 
deavors of others driving in the same 
direction. We found the boss highly 
agreeable company. 

Naturally, the conversation drifted 
to Narberth. I said I was only con- 
cerned in politics to the extent of 
prohibiten reform and that Walzer 
was the practical man for other oc- 
casions. I said also that Fred was 
unbridled as to his future course. 
Then out of a clear sky came the sug- 
gestion, from Mr. Johnson, that our 
judge would make a good county de- 
tective. I agreed that he would and 
Mr. Johnson seemed to get a great 
deal of satisfaction out of his own 
thought. Register, please, that the 



entire idea came from the throne it- 
self and not from any "abject" sup- 
plicant. 

Later on, Mr. Johnson cogitated 
on what used to be in Narberth. He 
recalled John Caldwell very fondly, 
but apparently could not remember a 
single one of his present henchmen. 
We went on our way and subsequent- 
ly I wrote the letter he asked me 
to write regarding the Congressional 
candidacy and the Walzer part of the 
interview. 

Passed about ten days, and whilst 
in Norristown on a court case, Max- 
well Strawbridge, the legal light of 
the Johnson galaxy, beckoned me to 
his table at the Valley Forge Hotel 
and, without preliminary prompting, 
said that the Walzer matter had been 
finally agreed upon. I was glad to 
hear that and thanked him for it. A 
few days afterward, however, I was 
told personally by the chief himself 
that nothing could be done about it 
and that was the end of the matter, 
except to say that I dug into the old 
gentleman's ribs pretty well for lift- 
ing us up and down on something 
which had been started by him and 
not by anybody else. 

At this point let us say that we 
do not review this rather intimate 
happening with Mr. Johnson to find 
fault with him, and if he sees this 
in print he will discern that we have 
tried to observe the amenities and to 
acclaim the many courtesies he extend- 
ed to us. Nevertheless, the facts 
otighl to be told, so that Fred Walzer 
will not be left in the mean position 
where last weeks' letter landed him 
and, once again, we say that it is 
grossly unfair to describe him as "ab- 
ject" and to say that he is fighting 
Johnson because he was turned down 
on a job. 

As a matter of honest fact, he is 
not opposed to Johnson at all, and 
you can take it from me that there 
is not a solitary doubt on that score. 
Why, then, are Walzer and his 
friends opposing some of the old com- 
mittee members? First of all, that 
procedure corresponds with a real 
community demand. At the polls last 
Fall (I recommend such a day for 
those who love their fellow-men) not 
less than a hundred voters protested 
the continuance of the man and wom- 
an who represented the party in No. 
1 District. On the surface they were 
neither fish nor fowl but we are here 
to prove they thwarted the cause of 
their town and their neighbors as 
best they could, even if that best did 
not amount to very much. 

In the second place, the effort to 
provide a more virile and more intel- 
lectually robust Republican Commit- 
tee for Narberth is in direct accord 
with the earnest recommendation oj: 
those high in the Councils of the 
County organization. I am almost 
impelled to tell their names, as it 
would end the argument if I did, but 
that might not be fair, and I also 
prefer the case shall be won on its 
own merits, which brings us to the 
third point of the issue. 

If Narberth is going to set its po- 
litical house in order and get off to 
a clean start, how in the name of 
common sense can that be done with 
a leadership which has arrayed itself 
against its own community, and which 
has suffered, despite its strenuous 
struggle .to have it otherwise, a thor- 
ough-going rebuke, only collecting the 
tail-end. of an 8 to 1 vote? Persist- 
ing in the same disregard of local 
conditions, they did not lift a finger 
to observe the will of the town in the 
retention as Assessor of Mr. Grid- 
wold, elected by our people with a 
heavy vote, and a man who applied 
himself to his difficult task in a man- 
ner that far exceeded the slight com- 
pensation he got from it. In that re- 
spect, however, Mr. White told me 
the committee members had nothing 
whatever to do with his appointment, 
as the- support for it came from a 
member of the Legislature (I think 
he said), who was totally unacquaint- 
ed with the Narberth situation. What 
a fine display of party influence this 
is and what a resounding slap in the 
face for Narberth Republicans, and 
all because our committee members 
had neither the tongue nor the tal- 
ent for making themselves of at least 
some little degree of significance in 
political maneuvers involving their 
own home town ! 

There is no more politically con- 
scious community than Narberth in 
Montgomery County. The ratio of 
votes to enrollments is greater here 
than any place of which I know the 
country-wide. Our people take an ex- 
traordinary interest in civic affairs. 
This may be one of the attributes of 
a long period of what is called "inde- 
pendent" voting, and if that is the 
case then praise be to it, if "political 
freedom" is anything more than a 
meaningless term. The man who 
scorns the virtue and value of indi- 
vidual procedure has very patiently 
skipped many of the early American 
lessons*. To ask what citizens get 
out of it all, and then to expect the 
answer in terms of "favors," seems 
to put a price-tag on something which 
ought not to be for sale. There's ut- 
terly no depth to that part of Mr. 
Wood's defense, in my opinion, and 
maybe I'm not so dead-set against 
the "gang" as I might sometimes ap- 
pear to be. 

Let us put a new crew on the ship, 
aggressive and informed men and 
women who shall not seek in their 
own behalf, but who shall start with 
a wholesome background and a re- 
freshing viewpoint, equipped with the 



mental energy to do properly what 
ought to be done. They won't listen 
to us, cry the incumbents, because 
we bear no gifts. No, they can't lis- 
ten to mutes, gifts or no gifts, and 
even the new idea which now per- 
vades the town won't help to make 
them articulate. They have had their 
day, and that day is done, and they 
should step down in favor of those 
who have accepted an obligation to 
serve the borough at the county ta- 
ble in a manner which its merits rich- 
ly deserve. It's not at all a question 
of Johnson or anti-Johnson — it is a 
question of Narberth or anti-Nar- 
berth, and that's the point which Mr. 
Wood should turn around and see.

P. J. Lawler Funeral Held 

at St. Matthias' Tuesday 

Funeral services were held at the 
Church of St. Matthias, Bala, Tues- 
day morning for Patrick Joseph Law- 
ler, who died at his home, "Killegar- 
ry," 39 Union avenue, Bala, last Fri- 
day. 

He was eulogized by the Rev. Thom- 
as J. Hanney, rector of the church, 
who celebrated solemn requiem mass. 
The Rev. Francis A. Brady acted as 
deacon and the Rev. Anthony Dunn 
was sub-deacon. At the conclusion oil 
the mass, Dennis J., Cardinal Daugh- 
erty gave absolution of the body. 
Bishop Gerald P. O'Hara also attend- 
ed, as did hosts of friends and busi- 
ness associates. Burial was in West- 
minster Cemetery. 

Ill for eight weeks, Mr. Lawler, 
who was 54 years old, April 8, had 
continued to attend to his business af- 
fairs. During the last week, he had 
left his home for a few hours each 
day. He returned shortly before noon 
Friday, after inspecting a building 
operation, and lay down to rest. He 
was found dead about an hour later. 

Born 1878 in County Cavan, Ireland, 
he was educated in the public schools 
there, and in 1898 at the age of 20 
he came to Chicago, where he woi - k- 
ed as bellboy at the old Stevens Ho- 
tel. Two years later he came to Phil- 
adelphia and went to work for T. F. 
Reilly, contractor and builder, and 
was with him until 1908. He then 
set out for himself as a contarctor, 
doing extensive paving and other 
work in Montgomery and Delaware 
counties, most of which is evident to- 
day. The Union avenue bridge ovei 
the railroad tracks in Bala was built 
by him. 

Successful from the start, in 1912 
he began building- residences, acting 
as his own selling agent. The suc- 
cess of Bywood, which he developed, 
was phenomenal. He built the Stone- 
hurst Apartments, and the 69th Street 
Theatre, which at the time was called 
"Lawler's Folly," because it was in 
the middle of a cornfield. He was 
one of the founders of the Suburban 
Title and Trust Company, of Upper 
Darby, from whose directorate he re- 
signed about three years ago. 

In Bala-Cynwyd he built many 
homes of a character which deter- 
mined the community's present ap- 
pearance; also the Egyptian Theatre, 
which was patterned after Grauman's 
on the West Coast, considered the 
finest in America; also Cynwyd Es- 
tates. He was a director of the Bal- 
cyn Building and Loan Association 
and the Bala-Cynwyd Building Asso- 
ciation, in addition to the Continental- 
Equitable Title and Trust Company 
and the Beneficial Saving Fund So- 
ciety. 

Insistent on having the finest of 
everything in which he was interest- 
ed, he became renowned as an exhib- 
itor of prize-winning show horses, 
throughout the United (States and 
Canada. They may still be seen in 
their stable on State road south of 
Cynwyd Estates. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Mary A. Lawler; four daughters, Rose 
A. Lawler, Margaret Lawler, Eileen 
Lawler and Mrs. Joseph Conway; 
and two sons, John L. Lawler and 
Patrick J. Lawler, Jr.

the step would be necessary, the prin- 
cipal, W. James Drennen, insisted 
that his salary be subject to the cut 
along with the teachers, despite an 
understanding with the Board at the 
time he was given the principalship 
that slight increases would be given 
him during his first three years. 

A reduction in the compensation of 
the tax collector was also made. It 
was fixed at one and eight-tenths per 
cent, instead of two per cent, of taxes 
collected. 

Substantial reductions were made 
in practically every item in the bud- 
get except those fixed by law or by 
standing requirements. The state- 
ment issued by the Board said, "The 
Board is gratified to be able to effect 
a considerable net reduction, in spite 
of the fact that the tuition bill for 
the coming year will be several thou- 
sand dollars in excess of that for the 
current year."

.$51,000, represent the cost of Nar- 
berth sewers, with the exception of 
bonds amounting to $3000 issued in 
1897 by the Borough to acquire title 
to the old Goodman and Clothier pri- 
vate sewer. This issue was retired 
in 1927. 

The report of the Committee on 
Highways and Sewers, for the month 
of March, follows, in part: 

"It was disclosed during the past 
month that absences of men, due to 
accidents and illness, were seriously 
crippling the progress of our regular 
schedule of ash collections and other 
services. Under our present budget 
it had seemed to be impossible to hire 
substitutes as long as we continued 
the policy of continuing the full pay 
of the absentees. It was therefore 
decided by this committee to change 
the policy and reduce the off-time pay 
to one-half, and to authorize the Sup- 
erintendent of Public Works immedi- 
ately to hire substitutes in the case 
of any vacancies. This policy was 
put into immediate effect with good 
results. The schedule of work was 
promptly restored and the absentees 
soon reported back to work." 



Prison Chaplain Speaks at 

Rotary Meeting Tuesday 
"Our prisons don't reform anybody. 
Nearly 75 per cent, of the men leav- 
ing prison come back again." So de- 
clared Rev. Bernard Farley at the 
meeting Tuesday of the Bala-Cynwyd- 
Narberth Rotary Club. Father Far- 
ley is Catholic Chaplain of the East- 
ern Penitentiary. 

The speaker gave a description of 
the Eastern Penitentiary in Philadel- 
phia and of the new institution now 
under construction at Graters Ford. 
Of the 2914 prisoners now in the in- 
stitution, about 1300 are at the new 
plant, and the remainder in Philadel- 
phia. "The group at Graters Ford 
are mostly short-term men," he said. 
"At the new penitentiary work 
will be provided for all in the farms, 
etc., but I fear that it will appear 
too much like a country club. A pris- 
on in the country with baseball dia- 
monds, good food and other attrac- 
tions may lead criminals to come 
knocking at the gates, rather than to 
avoid sentence," he added. 

The talk was enlivened with inti- 
mate word pictures of the various 
types of convicts, and the audience 
was given a keen analysis of the 
workings of the criminal mind. James

fact, when properly introduced by bis 
owner the dog included The Vagrant 
among his acceptable acquaintances, 
and to show his good will bounced 
over the wall, where by nipping at 
the hind legs of the now ridiculous 
bull, he drove him off behind a fold 
in the hill-side pasture. And so it 
befell that The Vagrant became ac- 
quainted with Ozro Purrington and 
heard a strange tale from him later in 
his hospitable farm home. 
Inheritance 
This is the tale that Ozro Purring- 
ton told after supper, seated on the 
veranda of his house, while the eve- 
ning descended and the whip-poor- 
wills whistled their strange calls 
from the safe seclusion of the wood- 
ed hillside. He had been born in New 
York City and until a few years pre- 
viously had spent his entire life there, 
except for annual vacation excur- 
sions and one brief and delightful 
trip to Europe.

The banker was interested, 
even surprised, but not congratula- 
tory. . Time passed and many local 
residents, whom he happened to meet 
here and there, stopped to ask him 
about his find and to hear the story, 
which he always told without reser- 
vation. Then the bank at the County 
Seat notified him that he had over- 
drawn his account, which was amaz- 
ing to him, for his checks had scarce- 
ly drawn on the gold deposit at all. 
The explanation was that the high 
sheriff, incited by various citizens, had 
notified the bank that the treasure 
trove was escheat to the state under 
the common law, and that, pending 
a decision of ownership, the bank 
could not honor his checks against 
it. He was as much troubled by the 
jealous animosity of the people, near- 
ly all of whom were distant relatives, 
but who regarded him as a "city 
man," than by the possibility of los- 
ing the unexpected and quite wel- 
come treasure. 

Victory 

The story had a happy ending, 
however, including an antidote for 
the poisoning sourness of the citizen- 
ry. .It came in the form of a retired 
lawyer at the County Seat who, deep- 
ly engaged in puttering in his gar- 
den all that summer long, was not 
aware of the treasure trove and the 
public attitude toward it. When the 
case came to be heard on the sheriff's 
writ before the Superior Court, Ozro 
Purrington attended, because it seem- 
ed to be the conventional thing to do, 
but without any expectation of mak- 
ing a fight for the money which he 
already regarded as having passed 
from his ownership. But the elderly 
lawyer projected himself into the case 
as voluntary counsel for Ozro and 
speedily proved that since the town 
authorities, where the farm was lo- 
cated, had recognized Ozro's owner- 
ship by inheritance, and since the 
will of his grandfather, on file in 
the county probate office, had specific- 
ally but enigmatically stated that the 
farm was to pass to his children "in- 
cluding any valuables which may be 
derived from the soil at any future 
time," the gold was clearly Ozro's 
by right of direct inheritance, and 
could not in any sense be declared' 
escheat to the state. The court ac- 
cepted that interpretation, and, what 
with that and other things, Ozro be-

sewer tax we have nb exacti! survey 
other than the number of connections, 
which is 1367. We note that the av- 
erage sewer tax bill for 1931, as 
shown in the Township annual report 
for 1930 is approximately $16.00 each. 
. Allowing for more than one connec- 
tion on some bills, we feel that we are 
conservative in estimating the Nar- 
berth average at $9.00 per connection. 
This latter figure would just about 
cover a residence with one bath, extra 
toilet, kitchen and laundry connections, 
which is just about the minimum av- 
erage, hence that prospective revenue 
from this source might be over rather 
than under our estimate. 

"This schedule also attempts to pro- 
ject the additional appropriations 
which might be expected to cover the 
operating and administration ex- 
penses of the various Township Com- 
mittees upon inclusion of the Nar- 
berth area. The Highway and Ash 
Collecting appropriation in the 1932 
Borough budget has obviously been 
'shorted,' partly to help the current 
finances and partly for the reason 
that the program over recent years 
has put the streets in excellent gen- 
eral repair so that they will not suf- 
fer unusual deterioration this year. 
The amount allowed in our estimate, 
we believe is sufficient to maintain 
our ten miles, more or less, of public 
streets in satisfactory condition. The 
remaining items are, we believe, self- 
explanatory upon comparison with 
your present and past appropriations 
for similar items in other areas, and 
the total leaves about $3300 for con- 
tingencies or surplus, — all assuming 
that the Borough taxpayers would be 
subject to a special sinking fund levy 
for the equalization of respective in- 
debtednesses as provided by law. 

"In summary, it appears that the 
savings through elimination of dupli- 
cate functions are sufficient to afford 
the Borough taxpayers some saving 
in the total tax rate and provide the 
Township Commissioners with ade- 
quate revenue for all operating ex- 
penses with probability of some sur- 
plus. 

"When we make a similar compari- 
son of revenue and expenses of our 
area which would revert to the Lower 
Merion School District under the pro- 
posed dissolution, we cannot present 
quite as favorable showing as we do 
in the above instance. However, the 
disparity is not so great as to be pro- 
hibitive to a district having a tax 
base as broad as that of Lower Mer- 
ion School District. Furthermore, 
from what we can learn, their plans 
for the future are such that could 
best be worked out for all of the area 
within the Township borders, without 
having to carefully work around the 
edges of our Borough, which has been 
carved from the midst thereof. 

"The entire public school system of 
this country is founded upon the 
promise that education of our chil- 
dren is of paramount public interest, 
Were this not so, it would be the re- 
sponsibility of each family head to 
educate his offspring as best he could 
and at his own expense, without the 
outlay of any public funds. Fortu- 
nately the American viewpoint is 
much broader than that^— hence our 
system of school districts and State 
aid, by which the cost of education 
is spread over just as wide a base as 
possible. It is upon these promises 
that we hope the Directors of Lower 
Merion School District will take a 
broad viewpoint upon any disparity 



Tlie' Value of Community Weeklies 






From an address by Philip A. Livingston before the Poor 
Richard Club of Philadelphia 



The community newspaper indus- 
try compares favorably with the larg- 
er types of manufacturing, although 
its products, unlike Fords, do not 
come out of an assembly line like peas 
from a pod. Each of these 11,000 
units has its own individuality, de- 
rived from the territory which it 
serves and from the personality of 
its editor. 

The papers Included in this list of 
11,000 range from poor adjuncts to 
country printeries to weeklies which 
in size, appearance and content rank 
with great national magazines. They 
range from tiny sheets published in 
hamlets of a few hundred souls each 
to weeklies so strong that they domi- 
nate large cities and make the publi- 
cation of metropolitan dailies unprof- 
itable or impossible. 

The community weekly wields a 
power in the shaping of public opin- 
ion which would astonish the city- 
born man. It boasts a circulation 
which represents a virtual blanketing 
of the non-metropolitan areas of oar 
country. It stands as the greatest 
factor in the preservation of commun- 
ity and civic life in the smaller town, 
and as the binding force which brings 
unity and self-respect to hamlet and 
county seat, checking the drift to the 
often attractive, but badly over-popu- 
lated cities 



Shanghai or the latest juicy story 
of sex perversion. We do not hide 
our heads in the sand — the readers 
can get their fill of such stuff else- 
where. 

In "Advertising and Selling" a lit- 
tle over a year ago, Don C. Seitz 
gave the community paper a generous 
pat on the back. Here is a para- 
graph from his article: 

"The impressive point is that the 
country weeklies not only have re- 
fused to follow the dailies into the 
lower depths in search of circulation, 
to become a heterogeneous mass of 
standardized banality, but have in- 
stead immensely raised their quality 
with corresponding benefits to the 
communities in which they are pub- 
lished. Where the dailies have bar- 
tered away their originality and in- 
fluence to press agents and syndicate 
writers, the weeklies continue to be 
home-made and well-flavored. Their 
baked beans are truly baked, not 
steamed in a retort and served out of 
a can." 

The value of any paper as an ad- 
vertising medium depends on the ex- 
tent to which it is read and respected. 
The local store is the greatest bene- 
ficiary of the community paper, but 
its value to draw business to city 
stores and national advertisers from 
I the richest territory in this whole

The suburban publisher has a pe- j area might be equally emphasized, 
culiar and indispensible field. A sub- 
urban paper is not a recorder of 
world news, because we know that onr 
readers follow that type of news in 
the city dailies; it is not a forum of 
opinion on general topics, for we know 
that our readers are educated, intelli- 
gent, and therefore obtain such ma- 
terial from their magazines. It is, 
in brief, the intimate, accurate offi- 
cial organ of the life of a suburban 
town. It covers that field thorough- 
ly and without waste, and so is read 
thoroughly. There is no other source 
for such news. 

The community weekly aims to be 
constructive and friendly. It attempts 
to substitute for the sordidness whicl 
passes for news in too many metro- 
politan papers a clean and cheerful 
recording of the things closest to the 
daily life of a family. It regards the 
news of a trip to Chicago by the man 
across the street as of infinitely great- 
er importance than the bombing of 



of revenue and expenses which may 
remain, after giving full effect to 
savings in actual expenses, through 
combining the areas,— and that upon 
such viewpoint they may refrain 
from filing any official objection or 
protest against the proposed petition 
for dissolution. 

"There is a growing and nation- 
wide sentiment against the number of 
hundreds and thousands of tax-levy- 
ing bodies, overlapping in their scope. 
If we can make two such taxing units 
grow where four grew before, and 
thereby effect some net saving to the 
community as a whole, then this Com- 
mittee will feel that its work has been 
worth while and that we will be in 
step with the spirit and with the need 
of the times. 

"As we understand the matter, — 
no co-petition from the Township need 
be filed with a Borough petition for 
dissolution, but we feel that our 
standing in Court would be enhanced 
by any possible co-operation on your 
part, either through the absence of 
negative objection or otherwise."

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The advertising agent or business 
man, seated at his desk in Philadel- 
phia, and submerged under a flood of 
successive editions of city dailies, is 
apt to look at the suburban weekly 
through the eyes of the city office 
rather than of the suburban home. 
Circulations are small compared with 
metropolitan papers. A couple of 
thousand each on the average. But 
each of those papers means a home, 
with from two to five readers, and it 
means several days during which the 
paper is preserved and referred to 
while the dailies are sent to the 
cellar. 

With their impressive surveys and 
circulation breakdowns, the city pa- 
pers attempt to engulf the commun- 
ity weekly, but if numbers told the 
story Liberty would have all the ad- 
vertising and Town and Country, The 
New York and Fortune would be 
out of business. Some monthly mag- 
azines run into the millions of circu- 
lation, yet Fortune, with less than 50,- 
000, leads all the rest in advertising. 

Advertising must oe directed to a 
reader, not to a "statistic." A copy 
of the afternoon daily comes to your 
office and you glance at it quickly for 
the latest developments in China. You 
buy a fresh copy on your way to the 
train for closing stock prices, and 
bury yourself on the financial or 
sporting pages, or perhaps the comic 
strips. When you get home your wife 
has had another delivered, and has 
digested the woman's page. That 
makes three for the circulation man, 
but all three put together do not repre- 
sent one complete reading, for we 
must all sift our own interests from 
many pages which we can never get 
to. 

The community weekly comes to 
the home through the mails at the 
end of the week. It is condensed, 
complete and usually well printed. It 
can be read through by each mem- 
ber of the family in a short time, and 
thus every part is seen in addition 
to the sport news, the personals, the 
school column, or whatever interests 
the particular member of the family. 
But that is not all. A neighbor 
dropping in several days later will 
find the paper still on the library ta- 
ble, for it is not discarded with the 
dailies. Thus another reader is 
added. The paper stays in its place 
of honor until the next one comes in. 
Do you see how, even though a com- 
munity weekly may not fill a store 
on the day of a bargain sale, it can- 
not be excelled as a means of impress- 
ing a business upon the minds of 
families whose average income is 
more than twice that of city folks? 
The suburban paper shares with the 
finer magazines the honor of bringing 
an advertising message to a potential 
customer under the most pleasant cir- 
cumstances, and at the very time he 
or she has the time and the desire to 
read it. 

Where ten thousand copies of a 
daily could only scratch the reading 
surface of a community of ten thou- 
sand people, a community weekly of 
two thousand copies can reach near- 
ly every family, and, through its per- 
manence, every reading member of 
that family at least once. Let an 
error creep into a personal item, or 
let an actor in some amateur the- 
atrical be slighted, and the editor is 
well aware of the overwhelming pow- 
er of his paper. 

So long as there are yards about 
the homes and trees along the streets 
in the suburbs, and until the city poli- 
ticians reduce our pleasant neighbor- 
hoods to wards, the suburban papers 
will perform a function which is in- 
dispensiBle and unduplicated. And 
so long as- women go to clubs and men 
to ball games — so long as boys and 
girls are loyal to their schools and 
old folks want to read of the passing 
of their friends, the suburban weekly 
will grow and prosper, and the adver- 
tiser who uses an intelligent appeal 
in its columns will build a clientele 
of the type of customers he has al- 
ways prayed for.
